CABBAGE  STOCKS  ^JANUARY  1,  1951

Stocks  of  1950  crop  Danish  cahhage  held  by  growers  and  dealers  in  or  near  producing 
areas  on  January  1,  1951  totaled  23,750  tons,  the  Bureua  of  Agricultural  Economics 
reported  today.  These  holdings  are  practically  the  same  as  the  23 , 600  tens  on 
hand  a year  ago,  hut  are  only  half  as  large  as  the  preceding  ten-year  average  of 
47,960  tons  on  hand  January  1.  With  the  exception  of  1946,  production  of  Danish 
cahhage  lest  fall  was  the  largest  of  record.  Unfavorable  market  conditions  during 
the  harvesting  season  resulted  in  the  largest  quantities  of  record  being  left  in 
'the  fields  uhharvested . As  a result  the  quantity  harvested  was  less  than  in  1949 
and  below  average.
